Tlie statement has been made, in 


connection 
with 
the 
report 
of 


the meeting of the republican chair- 
man of the several counties in this 
congressional district,

that in forming 
delegate 
districts,

township can be divided. This state- 
ment, if made is entirely

precinct and has its election judges 
and clerks who will hold the primary 
election.

Aged Joliet Man Wed Girl 


He Knew But One 


Hour. 


DECATUR INTERESTED 


Gives Her $4,000 Which Has 


Created Complications. 


A Joliet 
despatch to tho Chicago 


Chronicle says: 


One of the strangest matrimonial 


tangles that ever called for a judicial 
ruling will present its puzzling fea- 
tures to the Will county circuit court 
tomorrow when the case of Althouse 
versus Althouse Is called for trial. In- 
volved in this romance, 
which deals 


with the hasty marriage of an old man 
with a young woman whom he had 
known less than two hours and a fight 
for the old man's possessions, are a 
number of Chicago people, including a 
well known firm of lawyers. The scenes 
shift from Chicago to St. Louis, but the 
suit Is brought in Joliet because.the 
plaintiff'has 
been a 
resident of this 


county for mapy years. 


The full title of the case Is: Walter 


Althouse versus Jessie Althouse, alias 
Jessie Sanlford, 
William 
J. 
Hogan, 


Bernard U Lee, Clyde D. Lee and Fred 
B. Schurchardt, partners as Lee, Lee & 
Schurchardt; C. W. Brown, A. G. Alt- 
house, Jr., and Tcrressa B. Althouse. 
Conspiracy is charged against some of 
these defendants. 


Induced to Give Bond' Aw»y. 


The "mysterious woman in the case" 


is Jessie Althouse, alias Jessie Saniford 
said to bo just 23. Who she is or where 
she came from or where she is now is 
not revealed by the papers on file. It 
is known that Althouse, who is over 
60 years old, capitulated to her charms 
within an hour after he met her, agreed 
to a proposition to marry her and did 
so forthwith. Then he signed over to 
her a bond 
valued 
at 
$4,700, 
after 


which the v. Oman djsappcared^aml now 
the fight centers around the' posses- 
sions and title of this bond. 


Mr. Althouse was married before..For 


many years he and his wife, Helen, 
with an adopted daughter, lived on" a 
laigo farm in the town of Channahon, 
southwest 
of Joliet. A disagreement 


arose between the old couple'and they 
separated. Althouse obtained a decree 
of divorce and in the settlement found 
it necessary to part with his farm. 
After the alimony and all other costs 
had been taken care of Althouse had 
the $1,700 bond. This document had 
been executed by Althouse's brother, A. 
G. Althouse, fir., of Cerro -Gordo, 111, 
who had aided bis brother financially 


Under the terms of the court Alt- 


house was to receive 8400 a year in 
quarterly 
payments l£ he 
remained 


single and 5600 a year in like payments 
if he married 
until all 
the principal 


had been puirl to him. Attorney C. W. 
Brown of Joliot, one of the defendants 
named in the bill, was charged with the 
duty of disbursing those payments. 


A short time after he got his finan- 


cial affairs in shape Walter Althouse 
came to Joliet whore he 
stopped at 


the home of an old acquaintance, Peter 
}. Liberty. Mr. Llbeity had a married 
daughter, Mrs. William J. Hogan, re- 
siding in Chicago. The exact location 
is not known, but Althouse says it was 
somewhere on Twenty-sixth street. On 
the occasion of a visit to Joliet !iy Mrs. 
Hogan she mentioned the fact that 
there was a woman by the name of 
Jessie Saniford 
at 
her home whom 


she would like to have Althouse meet. 


MectH Woman at Depot. 


In March, 1905, Althouse got a tele- 


phone message to go to the Rock Is- 
land depot in Joliet to meet a p^y'ty. 
When the old man got there he was 
met by a strange woman. She said her 
name was Jessie Saniford and that she 
had come to Joliet for the purpose of 
inducing Mr. Althouse to accompany 
her to Chicago for a visit at Mrs. Ho- 
gan's home. The old man consented 
and boarded the next train wl(h her, 
bound for Chicago. He says he was 
taken to the home of the Hogans and 
after a short talk it was decided he 
should marry the Saniford woman. The 
marriage 
was 
consummated 
before 


Justice of the Peace David Cochran, in 
Chicago, and William J. Hogan and D. 
U. Banks, a stranger, were the wit- 
nesses. 


Immediately after the marriage Alt- 


house came back to Joliet and securing 
the bond returned with it to Chicago, 
where according to one of the exhibits 
in the court Althou.se gave the bond to 
Hogan under an agveement^by which 
the latter was- to give the old man- a. 


I free home a» long as he lived. How- 


ever, Althouse repudiates this agree- 
ment and says that the proceedings by 
which the bond was taken from him 
were all the result of a conspiracy. 


In the meantime the new wife dis- 


appeared 
from 
the 
scene and 
her 


whereabouts since-that time are un- 
known. Althouse was told after the 
marriage that Saniford was not her 
real name and that she was a danger- 
ous character. He was advised to keep 
away from her. 


Hoenn Trim to Srll Bond. 


After Hogan g-ot possession of the 


bond it is asserted he went to the 
home of Althouse's brother in Cerro 
Gordo, arriving there at 2 o'clock in 
the morning. He alarmed the household 
and told them what he had. He offered 
to sell the bond back to A. G. Alt- 
house, Sr., but the latter was suspic- 
ious and would not purchase. Hogan 
returned to Chicago and in July, 1905, 
nfoved to St. .Louis with his family. Alt- 
house was taken along- and for two 
months remained at the Hogan home. 
He charges, 
however, that he 
was 


closely watched during that period and 
not permitted to talk with any out-. 
aiders. 


All this time, according to the bill, 


Hogan was endeavoring to sell the 
bond to the relatives at Cerro Gordo, 
but not being able to make a deal Alt- 
house was finally shipped back to Jol- 
iet to see what he could do at this end 
of the line. In his cross bill Hogan 
claims he Is ready to carry out his ar- 
rangement with Althouse and contin- 
ue to give him a home. He says he has 
spent over J300 In the old man's behalf 
and that he is the legal owner of the 
bond. 


But the complications regarding the 


bond do not end here. Through some 
means Jessie Saniford was induced to 
sign over her Interests in the Instru- 
ment to Attorney O. W .Brown of this 
city. This assignment of tho wife was 
on April 11, 1905, before J. Ambrose 
Gaeron and Vance Johnson of Chi- 
cago, as witnesses. 


C'lilciiKO l,nwyer« Involved. 


The Chicago legal firm of Lee, Lee 


& Schurchardt also claims an interest 
in the bond under a transfer made to 
them by Jessie 
Saniford. 
They say 


they 
have a 
one-third interest 
and 


have so notified Attorney Brown, who 
just now holds the bond. 


Another claimant is the firm of Out- 


ten & Roby. of Decatur, 111. They have 
sent word here that the bond was as- 
signed to them by Walter Althouse. 


Some of these parties have asked At- 


torney Brown to make payments on 
the bond under'the original decision of 
the court, but Mr, Brown has refused 
to make any payments until the court 
shall decide to whom the bond belongs. 


A number of lawyers arc concerned 


in the case and a sensational battle Is 
expected when It Is called before Judge 
A. O. Marshall of the Will county cir- 
cuit court. Particular interest is mani- 
fested in whether Jessie Saniford will 
appear during the proceedings. »-

the interurban cars of that sys-

These are the first trucks the Tait 


company has ever built for freight cars 
but that 13 not surprising, for they 
are comparatively new to the truck 
business and many of the interurbans 
carry only package 
freight.

trucks, however, are to be used under 
box cars which will have a carrying 
capacity of 40,000 pounds. 


For the same system, which Is per- 


haps the largest of the kind in the 
country, the Tr.it company is building 
a number of trucks for passenger cars 
and they will be shipped this week.

Th 
Tait company ^\as compelled to decline 
an order ai large as any they ever had 
because they \»ere asked to guaran 
tee deliveries nithin a specified time 
The local shop was equal to the guar 
anise, but fearing that they would slm 
lily have a repetition of experiences ii 
other .cases and be delayed by the 
rolling mills, they simply declined the 
order unless the limit was removed.

though they are labelled strictly frei-ri. 
A man must have confidence In the 
one who offers the eggs now, else that 
statement Is accepted subject to scrut- 
iny and the eggs are candled before 
they are taken for all that Is claimed 
for them. 
" The stocks of eggs held in -the CJK! 
storage houses is smaller than it was 
last year and even then the trade de- 
clares that only a season of much hot 
weather 
can save 
the 
speculators. 


If the weather is very warm it will 
not be possible to store any eggs from 
this time on until next spring. A sum- 
mer of low temperature would make 
It possible for the speculators to save 
out a few cases 'occasionally and put 
them In storage. Th -e would simply 
be that many more to go on the mar- 
ket next fall.
